The other kind is all right and he can even go so far as to 
put the D'. D. S. on his wife's visiting cards and be in perfectly good 
form so far as "the ethics" are concerned. He can not, 
however, 


use the forms of publicity proscribed, though they be ever so de- 
cent and proper. That is what the law says, but the brave and sa- 
pient Cincinnati jurist says it is ridiculous, absurd aud 
prepos- 


.terous, and what is more to the purpose, an 
attempted 
encroach- 


ment upon a liberty and right that every individual has, to' de- 
cently and honestly exploit his attainments and efficiency, there- 
fore it is no law at all, being unconstitutional. So he wipes it off 
the statute book and every newspaper, the best means of advertis- 
ing, says he is a most knowledgeable and just judge. Sure it is 
anyway, we have too much of this chasing up to the legislature to 


-get it to keep somebody from doing something that somebody else 
considers all wrong just because he doesn't wish to pay for the 
same thing himself. 


Editor Wynn, of the Piketon Republican, is a hopeful sort of 


customer, hut right now he is on a lonesome sort of trail. Ac- 
cording to his own statemeut "the kind of a man the Eopublicau 
admires is the kind of a man that doesn't get sore at you every/ 
time you disagree with him on some public matter." Then, after 
explaining that the Republican is above petty jealousies, Brother 
•Wynn observes "this publication wants to 'be a friend to 
every- 


body." Well, Charlie, there isn't any such animal as the kind 
yon first indicated. It is the inherent and inalienable 
right of 


every man to have an opinion on public matters aud lie bus as- 
sumed tho right to consider all who disagree as mulishly stubborn 
ignoramuses. 
As for being a "friend to everybody" that is a dream 


that may haunt editorial sanctums, but it is only a dream. 
The

was ever accomplished in this world without tramping on some- 
body's toes. It is 'better to try and he just and fair, while stick- 
ing up for the right and for one's own opinions.

He can not, however, 
use the forms of publicity proscribed, though they be/ever so de- 
cent and proper. That is what the law.says, but.the brave and sa- 
pient Cincinnati jurist says it is ridiculous, absurd and 
prepos- 


terous, and what is more to the purpose, an 
attempted 
encroach- 


ment upon a liberty and right that every individual has, "to de- 
cently and honestly exploit his attainments and .efficiency, there- 
fore it is no law at all, being unconstitutional. So he wipes it off 
the statute book and every newspaper, tho best means of advertis-- 
ing, says he is a most knowledgeable apd just judge. Sure., it is 
anyway, we have too'much'of this'chasing up to "the legislature to 
get it to keep somebody from doing something that somebody else 
considers all wrong just because he doesn't wish to pay for the 


same thing himself. 


Editor Wynn, of the Piketon Republican, is a hopeful sort of 


easterner, but right now he is on a lonesome sort of trail. 
Ac-, 


cording to his own statement "the kind of a man the Republican 
admire! is the kind of a man that doesn't.get sore at you every 
time you disagree with him on some public matter." Then, after 
explaining that the Republican is above petty jealousies, Brother 
Wynn observes "this publication wants to 'be a friend to every- 
body."
